CYPRUS-- 

CYPRIOT REP ROSSIDES DREW SYG'S ATTENTION (S/1 1603) TO 
GRAVE SITUATION ARISING AS RESULT OF BRITISH ACCESSION 
TO TURKISH DEMAND FOR REMOVAL OF TURKISH CYPRIOT 
REFUGEES FROM BRITISH BASES TO TURKEY. WHOLE SCHEME OF 
TRANSFER VIOLATED UN RESES, 1960 TREATY OF GUARANTEE, 

INTERNATIONAL LAW AND UN CHARTER, AND INVOLVED "GRAVE 
BREACH" OF 1949 GENEVA CONVENTIONS. ROSSIDES REQUESTED SYG 
TO "TAKE ALL NECESSARY STEPS TOWARD ARRESTING THESE 
GRAVE DEVELOPMENTS TOWARD DISASTER OF PARTITION AND CONSEQUENT 
FURTHER DANGEROUS DETERIROATION OF SITUATION IN CYPRUS." 

REFERRING TO HIS JAN. 6 LETTER REGARDING RETURN OF GREEK

COMMISSION FOR SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT- 

IN STATEMENT ON COMBINED SOCIAL INDICATOR/UNIFIED 

APPROACH TO DEVELOPMENT, EGYPTIAN REP DELIVERED ATTACK ON DEVELOPED 
NATIONS AND ELITE OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. HE ARGUED THAT 
OVER-DEVELOPMENT MEANT OVER-EXPLOITATION AND THAT WHOLE 
WORLD MUST BE INTEGRATED TO EARSE GAP BETWEEN DEVELOPED 
AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND ELIMINATE EXPLOITATION. 

AMONG OTHER SPEAKERS ON ITEM WAS FRENCH REP, WHO WAS 
HIGHLY CRITICAL OF UNIFIED APPROACH AND SOCIAL INDICATORS. 

AFTER BEING CRITICIZED IN TURN BY ITALIAN REP FOR BEING 
TOO PESSIMISTIC AND CRITICAL, HE RETORTED THAT PESSIMISM 
WAS JUSTIFIED IN FACE OF CONTINUING POVERTY, SICKNESS AND 
DESPAIR. 

US REP (PICKER) STATED THAT UNIFIED APPROACH WAS METHODOLOGY 
WHICH EXPERTS BELIEVE WILL ASSIST COUNTRIES TO ANALYZE AND 
BETTER MEET THEIR NATIONAL GOALS OF DEVELOPMENT. SHE HOPED 
THAT FOR FUTURE PRO GRAMMING ESA WOULD COMPILE RECORD OF 
PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE OF COUNTRIES IN IMPLEMENTING VARIOUS 
STRATEGIES RECOMMENDED IN REPORT ON UNIFIED APPROACH. FINLAND. 

CHILE, ITALY AND DOMINICAN REPUBLIC WERE OPTIMISTIC 
ABOUT USE OF UNIFIED APPROACH AND SUGGESTED IT BE USED WORLDWIDE. 
UKRAINIAN DEL COMPLAINED THAT AUTHORS OF UNIFIED APPROACH 
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HAD HASTILY WRITTEN THEORETICAL REPORT. SOVIET REP WAS LESS 
CRITICAL OF REPORT AND POINTED OUT THAT USSR WAS PIONEER 
IN PLANNING AND CARRYING OUT UNIFIED APPROACH. ITALIAN 
REP SUGGESTED ’INTEGRATED'' WOULD BE BETTER WORD THAN 
"UNIFIED", AND FRENCH AND NIGERIANS CONCURRED. CANADIAN 
OBSERVER DESCRIBED CANADA'S ADVANCED WORK IN COMPILING 
SOCIAL INDICATORS. 

CHAIRMAN NZQVI (INDIA) IS PRINCIPAL AUTHOR OF DRAFT RES HE 
SUBMITTED TO SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION ON "WORLD SOCIAL 
SITUATION -MID-TERM REVIEW AND APPRAISAL OF INTERNATIONAL 
DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY." DRAFT. WHICH NO DOUBT WILL BE ADOPTED, 

CALLS FOR ADOPTION OF ATTACHED "STATEMENT ON WORLD SOCIAL 
SITUATION IN FIRST HALF OF DDII" AND CONTAINS PORTIONS, 

SUCH AS REFERENCE TO CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES,
